ELECTRICITY 


The Hams Hall Power 
Station 


‘The Contral England Electricity 
Scheme, which was prepared by the 
Electricity Commissioners, and ac- 
cepted by the Central Electricity Board 
last year, provides, intor alla, for the 
employment of the new Hams Hall 
power house of the Birmingham Cor- 
poration ‘ns a selected station. - The 
sito on Which this station is built was 
acquired in 1919,'but it was  sevon 
years later before the City Council 
authorised the Electricity Committee 
to proceed with the erection 
of the first section, to the 
designs , of Mr. R. ‘A. Chattock, 
the city electrical engineer. This 
section comprises 60,000 kw. of 
plant, the total cost of the construc- 
tion of which has amounted to 
21,336,400 and was to ‘be opened by 
T.R.H. the Duke and Duchess of York 
tn November 6. At present, it cons, 
tains two 30,000-kw. units, but there 
Is room for a third set of the same 
output, which [t 1s proposed to erect 
in 1939-1934. The scheme also pro- 
vides for ‘the addition of 50,000 
kw. In each of the years 
1936-1937-~1938-1939, and 1940-1941, 
so that the ultimate capacity, 
at’ the end, of that period, 
will be 240,000 kw., the total estimated 
cost being £3,500,000. At that date, 
therefore, Hams Hall should be one 
of the largest stations in the country, 
but, as ample land in the vicinity has 
been acquired and the cooling-water 
facilities are good, as much as ‘1,000,- 
000 kw, could be inatalled on the sité 
should this be necessitated by future 
demand and policy. 

Such development will be faci- 
Htated by the fact that the 
station stands in the centre 
of ‘four large  coalflelds, viz., 
those ‘of Staffordshire, Leicestershire, 
Nottinghamshire and Warwickshire. 
In view of recent controversy, it'is also 
interesting to note that the station leg 
some nine miles to the north-east of 
the centre of Birmingham, {n what is 
at the present time practically open 
country; question of nulsance are 
therefore unlikely to arise. As the 
city expands, this freedom may not 
continue, but it is to be hoped that 
long before they become urgent, 
solutions to the grit ad sulphurous 
fumes problems will have been found, 

At the present. time, power station 


construction, at least superficially, is |: 


becoming so standardised that it may 
be well to draw attention to certain 
directions In which Hams Hall departs 
from what may be called . usual 
practice. For the first time in this 
country, pulverised fuct fs to be used 
throughout from the beginning in a 
large public supply: station. . This 
decision, ox pointed out 
Chattock in a paper which he read 
before the Institution of Electrical: 
Engineers in April Iast, is due to in- 
formation obtained by him during ao 
visit to America in 1924, and to the 
oxperience gained with two moro or 
less experimental installations, which 
were sithsequently erected. at the 
Prince's ‘Station, Nechells. Other re- 
sults from the visit are the employ. 
ment of 200,000 Ib, boiler units, fitted 
with Murray, fin tubes, and the uso 
of unit. pulverisers, ‘ 

The ‘hoilera are equipped with atr 
heaters, so that the whole ‘of the aly 
required for combustion is ratsed to 8 
temperature of about «850, deg. F. 
Whe pulverising mills are ‘also swept 
by ‘hot air. an_arrangement which 
onsures that the moisture in the coal 
{s vapourised ‘before the furnace fs 
reached.. .Tho ‘great advantages of 
this procedure, aa Mr, Chattock has 
pointed out, sre.simplicity and cheap-

Detective-Sergeant Humphreys atat- 
ed that the bottles of wine were very 
cleverly concealed, and that 640 bot- 
tles, which were hidden under the 
cargo, had since disappesred—prob-— 
auly thrown away, They bought the 
wine in Tientsin for a cheap prica and 
then sold it locally at'a profit. Tien- 
tsin wine was very good compared with 
local wine. : y
